Examiner acknowledges the response filed on 12/06/2007 containing remarks 
and amendments to the claims. The 112 enablement rejection is withdrawn in view of 
the attached publication accompanying the response. The 103(a) rejections are 
withdrawn in light of the amendments to the claims and the remarks.

1. Claims 1, 2 and 4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or disclose a method for producing linear internal olefins comprising the 
alpha-olefin feed contains 50 ppm water or less according to the Karl Fischer test 
method and contacting the feed under temperatures ranging from 140 to 180 degrees
